Kiel, Germany, Aug. 22 (ZP)— 
Adolf Hitler showed Admiral Ni­ 
cholas Horthy, regent of Hungary, 
practically all of Germany’s naval 
might tonight in the longest Ger- 
parade 
since 
the 
man 
naval 
World war. 
Participating were 117 vessels 
representing almost all the 130,- 
000 total tonnage of the German 
navy. 
It was as if Hitler were notify­ 
ing the world Germany once again 
was a formidable naval power, a 
demonstration 
calculated 
to im­ 
press the visiting 
regent 
whose 
nation the nazis wish 
to 
bring 
closer within the sphere of in­ 
fluence. 
Submarines Smaller 
Climax of the hour-long par­ 
a d e was furnished by the nation's 
submarines, 37 
of 
them, 
more 
than any other single naval cate­ 
gory. 
They ranged from the most mo­ 
dern 700-ton 
submarines, 
each 
mounted with one 3 to to 4-inch 
gun and anti-aircraft equipment, 
to little 250 ton craft devoid of 
guns and anti-aircraft defenses. 
Apparently 
abandoning 
the 
World war practice of having ver­ 
itable submarine cruisers of 1,200 
tons, Germany 
seems 
persuaded 
smaller craft are preferable. None 
of the old World war type of sub­ 
marines was seen. 
The parade for Horthy was 
composed of one 26,000-ton bat­ 
tleship, three 10,000-ton vestpoc- 
ket cruisers, four 6,000-tou light

torpedoboats, ten torpedo-carrying 
speed1* its, 36 mine-sweepers, the 
submarines and lesser craft. 
Soviets Salute 
The Hungarian regent. Hitler, 
and top military figures saw the 
parade from the tast yacht Grille. 
They were followed by a conver­ 
ted torpedoboat carrying newspa­ 
permen, and then the S. S. Patria 
with Mme. Horthy aboard along 
with the Hungarian premier, Bela 
Imredi, his foreign minister, Kolo- 
mon von Kanya, and other dis­ 
tinguished guests. 
Later in the day naval maneuv­ 
ers were executed and 
a 
sharp­ 
shooting demonstration was put 
on for Horthy. but in the absence 
of newspapermen. 
An ironic feature 
of the day

Shanghai, Aug. 22 (ZP)—Swiftly

New York,

men were killed and 49 persons 
were Injured today when a sub­ 
way train smashed Into the rear 
of another train on the upper East 
side of Manhattan. 
An instant after the heavy Im­ 
pact.. which smashed 
the 
coach 
windows 
and 
extinguished 
all 
lights, panic broke loose 25 feet 
underground. 
Hundreds of men, women and 
children 
screamed 
aud 
were 
trampled underfoot, 
caught 
for 
several minutes behind the pneu­ 
matically locked doors of the two 
trains. 
The two killed were the motor­ 
man of the second train and a pas­ 
senger standing beside him. Their 
car was telescoped five feet into 
the rear car of the train ahead. 
It was the worst New York sub­ 
way crash since 1928 when 17 
persons were fatally Injured in a 
wreck at Times Square. 
The trains Involved in today’s 
crash were 
southbound 
on 
the 
Lexington avenue line at the In­ 
terborough Rapid 
Transit 
com­ 
pany. They 
crashed 
at 
116th 
street. Police Bald only 
the 
fact 
that the coaches were steel pre­ 
vented a higher casualty list.” 
Heats Catch Eire 
Both the trains were locals. The 
departure of the first from the 
116th street station was delayed 
slightly when a woman passenger, 
Esther Marza, was caught in a car 
door. Somebody jerked an emer­ 
gency cord, stopping 
the 
train. 
Miss Marza was released. 
The train had just started again 
when the following train rammed 
into it. Up on the street, passers- 
by and storekeepers said the im­ 
pact felt like an earthquake. 
Electric wiring insulation burst 
into flame, fuses blew 
out. 
The 
trains,

screaming passengers were plung­ 
ed into darkness. 
Some 
of the 
wood-and-cane coach seats caught 
fire. 
Emanuel Auerbach, 33, of the 
Bronx, on his way, as were most 
of the other passengers, to work 
in Manhattan, was killed Instant­ 
ly.

today by the mysterious death of 
four “ hunger strikers.” 
Coroner Charles B. Hersch said

autopsy. 
Dr. Morton Crane, the coroner’s 
physician, asserted the men died 
“Violent deaths” 
and 
probably 
were scalded by hot water. 
“In the absence of an autopsy,” 
he said, “ I am of the opinion that 
scalding water somehow got into 
their cells. 
Signs of Beating 
“All four exhibited the symp- 
tons of nasal congestion that is 
typical of death by gas, steam or 
hot water. In the 
absence 
of a 
thorough post-omrten, 
I 
should 
say that death likely was caused 
by hot water. 
“ There were also bruises and 
abrasions—and 
by 
abrasions I 
mean bruises where the skin Is 
lipped off, and they still showed 
clots of blood. That would Indi­ 
cate clearly to me that they were 
beaten before 
being scalded 
to 
death.” 
All the bodies were naked—and 
wet. 
Warden William B. Mills of the 
Philadelphia 
county prison 
at 
Holmesburg said the four 
had 
been fighting among themselves, 
but that he knew of no rioting 
or other violence. 
Guards Kind Bodies 
“ These men were not murder­ 
ed,” he declared.

gard ordered two inspectors to in­

sideration and an opportunity to 
argue the case before the entire 
commission, Glenn W. Stephens, 
Madison, counsel for tile company, 
stated today. 
"Our company is determined to

comprehensive

through Green Bay to the Upper 
Peninsula of Michigan,” he advis­

tion approved, because one with­ 
out the others would be valueless. 
Steps are being taken to ask for 
a reconsideration of this decision, 
and an opportunity to appear and 
argue it before the entire commis­ 
sion." Northland Greyhound has 
30 days in which to appeal before 
the commission’s 
order 
becomes 
finally effective. 
Three M uon Involved 
Tile lines whoso purchase was 
sought are the Gray T ransporta­ 
tion company, from Green Bay to 
Escanaba 
and 
iron 
Mountain; 
Northwestern Motor 
Bus 
lines, 
from Iron Mountain to Ironwood, 
connecting with existing service 
to Duluth, and Hiawatha Trails, 
from Calumet through Escanaba 
to the Straits of Mackinac, con­

Greyhound had planned to con­

B ut before long local 
capital grasp ed 'the opportunity and rose 
to the occasion, or outside money was at­ 
tracted by the chance for profits and soon 
filled th e breach* 
This p e n in su la rs still in the transition 
period when it comes to servicing the sum­ 
m er visitor. W e have got to overcome an

A RAUE FOR PARKS? 
(Mllwnnkce Journal) 
The national park service reports “ keen 
competition among Minnesota, 
Michigan 
and Wisconsin in the development of out­ 
door recreational facilities.” 
It says Wisconsin is lagging in provid-j 
Ing funds for state parks, its park budget 
for 1937-38 being 360,730, Minnesota's j 
$114,625 and Michigan’s $171,427. 
: 
Wha* figures the national park service 
usee in arriving at these totals isn’t clear. 
Wisconsin, for instance, provided $76,000 
in 193 7-M8 for a southeastern Wisconsin 
state forest or park alone. 
T h at’s more 
than the total park budget accredited to 
the state by the national park service. 
Evidently forest funds and park funds 
are somehow separated by 
the 
service, 
even where— as in the matter of the ket­ 
tle moraine state forest— the “ forest” will, 
In reality, be mostly park. 
At any rate, the lik es states are devel­ 
oping parks and, to some extent, 
may at­ 
tract tourists in proportion to the 
out­ 
door recreational facilities they create. If 
Minnesota and Michigan 
largely 
outdo 
Wisconsin, they presumably will attract a 
larger share of the tourist business. Yet 
that theoretical threat does not warrant 
hasty park expansion. 
Wisconsin needs, first of 
all, 
proper 
parks for its own people. In the 
south­ 
eastern counties there is definite pressure 
by city populations upon the near-by out- 
of-doors. 
It expresses itself in trespass on 
private property and should he relieved by 
a rapid development and expansion of the 
kettle moraine state forest. 
Wisconsin needs the right kind of parks. 
A constant question is: “ What really will 
serve the proper public demands?’’ 
Is It, for Instance, right to alloeoto pub­ 
lic lands for dance hall and allied pur­ 
poses? 
Is it proper to provide such facili­ 
ties aa roadhouses provide? 
Or 
should 
state parks be comparatively natural plac­ 
es, equipped with no more 
than 
shelter 
houses, campsites, wells of good 
water, 
trails and a few parking sities? 
It is well to develop state parks where 
they are needed and necessary to 
have 
more of them, especially in 
southeastern 
Wisconsin. 
But more 
important 
than 
many parks, or larger parks, 
are 
good 
parks. And the best In parks will be de­ 
veloped by careful study and a 
not 
too 
hasty approach.

W ashington, Aug. 22. — For 
a little 
more than a month, the third 
term 
has 
been a serious topic. 
It was about w hen 
th e President left on his fishing and purg­ 
ing trip that the time ended when 
only 
the foolish rich would tell you, “ that m an 
Roosevelt will run again, you m ark 
my 
words." 
Now leading New Dealers, Demo­ 
cratic politicians of the utm ost eminence, 
and sympathetic and Informed 
observers 
are all discussing the third term with per­ 
fect solemnity. 
W here does all the talk 
come 
from ? 
The answer is simple, 
lf 
surprising. 
It 
originates in the group of liberal advisers 
around the President. 
It can be 
stated 
with certainty that these men 
have 
no 
higher authorization for passing the word, 
yet they have passed it. 
Cynics will have an easy explanation. 
They will say that the President’s advisers 
love their power, and would perpetuate it. 
And, for once, they will be wrong. 
The 
men around the 
President 
have 
their 
faults, but self-interest Is 
not 
one 
of 
them. 
W ithout exception, they have re­ 
fused vastly profitable offers to rem ain 
in their present posts. 
W ithout exception, 
their loyalty to the President and to 
the 
cause of their own brand of 
liberalism 
cannot be questioned. 
The tru th is th a t 
they conceive the third term talk to be in 
liberalism ’s interest. 
“ The President is not fighting to recon­ 
struct the Democratic party," 
they 
tell 
you. "H e wants to reconstruct it, because, 
in 1940, he wants his party to nom inate 
a successor who will carry on th e 
New 
Deal. 
If he loses his fight, he will have 
to run again, because the old-line Demo­ 
crats w ouldn’t take another New Dealers, 
but could not turn the President down.” 
In justice to the 
disinterestedness 
of 
the adm inistration liberals, It 
m ust 
be 
said that they are now trying 
hard to 
avoid the third term alternative. 
As the 
rem ark quoted above implies, the primary 
purge and the whole program for the re­ 
construction of the democracy is intended 
solely to make it possible to nom inate 
a 
New Dealer In 1940. 
The danger is tn a t 
the third term alternative offers such an 
easy way out that the struggle to recon­ 
struct the democracy won’t be waged aa 
unrelentingly as possible. 
Leaving on one side the dangers of the 
third term precedent and the other con­ 
servative argum ents, there are solid con­ 
siderations which should make the most 
sincere New Dealers think twice about th* 
third term. 
In their cross-country wanderings this 
summer, your correspondents set out with 
open minds, anxious only to discover w hat 
the effect of a third term race would be. 
W hat they discovered 
was 
disquieting, 
from the point of view of the men 
now 
talking third term. 
In the first place, th e ancient tradition 
against third terms still 
has 
surprising 
pulling powers— and not only among tho 
people who would naturally 
view 
with 
distaste four more years of Roosevelt. 
In 
Kentucky, for example, three of the Presi­ 
dent’s rare whole-hearted adm irers in th e 
upper hierarchy of the press were aahed 
what they thought. 
They were all bitter­ 
ly opposed to the third term Idea. 
Else- 
where in the South and West, a surpris­ 
ing num ber of really ardent New Dealers 
were found to be like-minded. 
Strangely 
enough, the people who viewed the third 
terra with equanimity 
were 
exactly 
the 
organization politicians whom 
the 
New 
Dealers are now 
fighting. 
They 
know 
Roosevelt’s strength with th e 
mans 
of 
voters, and. in such formerly Republican 
states as Iowa and Michigan, would like 
him at the head of the ticket to help elect 
their local candidates. 
Few differed from the organization men 
in supposing that. as of today, Roosevelt 
could be re-elected. 
But two other in ter­ 
esting argum ents were commonly offered 
by informed liberals. 
First, 
they 
said, 
"Roosevelt Is a magnificent front man for 
a liberal program. 
H e’s done 
a 
great 
Job. 
But the people won’t stand anyone, 
however nice his smile, for twelve years. 
They’ll turn on hoth him and bls program. 
Get a new front man, and the program can 
go on." 


The second point was equally interest­ 
ing. 
One man made it thus— “ You know 
well enough what sort of 
campaign 
it 
will be if Roosevelt runs again. 
It 
will 
be a campaign of appeals to prejudice, of 
vituperation and 
personal 
charges. 
It 
will be conducted In a vigilante 
spirit. 
T here’s a definite chance he 
would 
be 
beaten, In which case the vigilante 
cam ­ 
paigners would become vigilantes in office. 
And if he won, you would still have tran s­ 
formed the conservative opposition 
from 
its present harmless, comparatively decent 
state to a 
vigilante 
opposition. 
T h a t’s 
very definitely something serious to think 
of.”

Pollution, Predators 
And Parasites Compete 
With Anglers for Fish

H e’s really the poor fish. 
The chances are he won’t live

Pollution,

Leading authorities are unan­ 
imously agreed upon the damage 
done to our fish by pollution. 
“ The pollution of our fishing 
waters is one of our most serious 
problems.’’ says Talbott Denmead, 
Chief of The Black Bass and Ang­ 
lers Division, who might almost 
be 
speaking 
for the fish them ­ 
selves as well as for the United 
States Bureau of Fisheries, which 
he represents. 
Deadly to th e Touch 
“ I can take you to beautiful, 
sparkling 
streams 
that look as 
pure and clean as any streams in 
the world,” promises Dr. M. D’ 
Arcy Magee, who has made an in­ 
tensive study of pollution. “ Yet 
they 
are 
so poisonous that no 
plant or fish life can live in them. 
You 
might 
almost literally say 
they are deadly to the touch.” 
“ Certain manufacturing plants 
throw cyanides— the deadliest of 
poisons— into 
our 
rivers 
and 
streams.” continues Dr. Magee, an 
M D. who has been particularly 
concerned with the study of the 
chemical 
reaction 
of waters to 
pollution. “These cyanides are so 
poisonous 
that 
if the smallest 
amounts are swallowed by an ani­ 
mal or human, death may result. 


selves dump sewage into the wa­ 
ters. 
Other sources are domestic 
wastes, which include strongly al­ 
kaline wash waters, fecal matter, 
offals from decayed animals and 
abattoirs, abandoned mines, and 
so forth. 
Mills in lumber camps 
throw' large quantities of sawdust 
into the waters to choke the gills 
of fish. 
Such sawdust also ab­ 
sorbs part of the oxygen content 
of the water.” 
The toll of fish life taken by 
pollution is inestimable. 
Since 85 
per cent of our inland waterways 
are polluted, it is safe to say that 
billions of fish, of millions of dol­ 
lars value, are killed each year by 
such contamination. 
It 
has 
long been known, of 
course, that herons, kingfishers, 
water snakes, turtles and other 
birds and animals preyed on fish, 
but the subject has not been given 
intensive study until recent years. 
Try to Restore Balance 
The American 
Wildlife Insti­ 
tute maintains a research unit at 
The University of Michigan where 
fish predation is being carefully 
studied. 
Scientists at the Michi­ 
gan unit are attempting to work 
out ways and means of mitigating 
the damage done to fish by preda­ 
tors without killing the birds and 
animals to whom the fish are nat­ 
ural prey. 
In other words, the 
scientists 
are 
trying to evolve 
methods of restoring the delicate 
balance 
maintained 
by 
nature 
when not interfered*with by man. 
Such methods are the backbone of 
all sound wildlife restoration proj­ 
ects. 
Fish have more parasites than 
a punch-drunk prize fighter who 
has Just collected a $50,000 purse. 
With so many millions of Ameri­ 
cans fishing and so many forces 
working to decrease the natural 
fish 
supply, 
restocking 
from 
hatcheries is an important factor 
in keeping the sport in existence. 
Just as people when crowded to­ 
gether 
are more susceptible to 
epidemics, so are fish ills brought 
on by animal parasites and dis­ 
eases 
aggravated 
in hatcheries 
where our fine finny friends are 
Jampacked. 
The 
most 
deadly ailment in 
hatcheries 
is 
a 
blood 
disease 
known to the gentry as furuncu­ 
losis.

Chief of the Divisions of Scientific 
Inquiry of the U. S. Bureau of 
Fisheries. 
Almost Confined to Hatcheries 
“ Fortunately, the disease is al­ 
most entirely confined to hatcher­ 
ies,” Higgins rejoices. 
“ It 
has 
been discovered in wild fish in 
some sections of the west, but is 
not widespread.” 
Furunculosis produces boils on 
the outside of afflicted fish and 
also affects the internal organs., 
“Ulcer disease is somewhat sim­ 
ilar 
to 
furunculosis, but more 
readily treated,” Higgins says. “ It 
causes ulcers only on the outside 
and is not nearly so severe as the 
'blood disease.’’ 
“Gill disease causes great mats 
to grow over the gill filiments, 
eventually 
causing suffocation,” 
Higgins informs. 
Animal parasites and protozoa., 
or one-celled animals, are very 
harmful to fish life. 
The ichthyophthirius, which is 
a 
mouthful 
to 
say. 
makes 
a 
mouthful of the poor fish. 
A pro­ 
tozoan. called leks or The lek by 
fish scientists, this little fellow 
attaches his one cell to the out­ 
side of a fish and does him no 
good whatsoever, producing white 
spots all over his body. leks oper­ 
ates 
both 
in 
the open and in 
aquariums 
The gyrodaciylus, a worm para­ 
site, also works on the outside of 
the poor fish. 
He attaches him­ 
self to the gills and fins and eats 
away the surface until the fish is 
weakened to the point of death. 
Minute crustaceans, of the gen­ 
eral 
class 
of 
water 
fleas, for 
thousands of years have provided 
an important item of fish diet. 
The worm— or rather crustacean 
— has 
turned. 
One 
group 
of 
these crustaceans has gone ber­ 
serk and is feeding on the fish. 
This group attaches itself to the 
outside of the fish and literally 
sucks away his strength. 
Not So Bad 
“ All this is not quite so dolor­ 
ous as It sounds." insists Higgins. 
“ With the exception of furuncu­ 
losis, 
we 
can pretty well whip 
most fish ailments in hatcheries. 
We 
have 
devised 
prophylactic 
measures to combat most of the 
ailments. 
In fact we even admin­ 
ister preventatives, just the way 
parents 
administer 
sulphur and 
molasses in the Spring to ward off 
spring fever.” 
Some 
of the fish that might 
make grand sport and food for the 
people of this country, are, as we 
said in the beginning, lucky if 
they are even allowed to be born 
in this day and age. 
Men are 
erecting massive dams without re­ 
gard to the effect they have on 
outdoor resources. 
Often 
such 
dams are built without fishways 
through which the fish can pass 
on their way up river to spawn 
“ Baker 
River in Washington 
was 
a 
very 
valuable 
salmon 
stream until a 200-foot dam was 
built and the run completely de­ 
stroyed,” points out William L. 
Finley, Oregon’s noted naturalist 
and wildlife authority. 
“ Experts 
who 
have 
studied 
the 
matter 
claim the dam brings in $40,000 
a year in power— and that the 
loss on salmon is $50,000 a year.” 
Not All Fish’s Foes 
Pollution, predation and para­ 
sites are by no means the only 
things that may keep the poor fish 
from growing old gracefully or 
providing sport for anglers. 
Nor 
has the surface been scratched on 
any of the three subjects in this 
article. 
Enough has been told, however, 
to give an idea of the difficulties 
facing those Government and oth­ 
er agencies which seek to keep the 
supply of fish plentiful. 
Pollu­ 
tion is being fought through ef­ 
forts to awaken public interest. 
This interest must be shown in 
the passage of beneficial Federal 
and State legislation before real 
progress is made 
Predation can best be regulated 
by the results of Just such studies 
as are being made at The Ameri­ 
can Wildlife Institute's research 
unit at The University of Michi­ 
gan. 
The United States Bureau of 
Fisheries and similar state orga­ 


nizations are making great head­ 
way on the fight against parasites 
and diseases* 
There is still touch to he done, 
if “everybody's sport” is to remain 
available to everybody-. 
The rec­ 
reational value of fishing is, of 
course, beyond a mere dollars and 
cents valuation. 
The old adage, 
“ Yqu can’t fish and worry at the 
same time,” expresses the recrea­ 
tional benefits of angling. 
The Economic Value 
Economically, 
too. 
fishing ie 
worth protecting. 
The latest tab­ 
ulated information shows that the 
4 8 States issued 5,832,448 ang­ 
ler’s licenses in 1935-36. This ac­ 
counts for less than half of those 
who fish, for just as many people 
fish 
legally without licenses as 
with. 
Two States do not require 
licenses 
for 
residents. 
Some 
States allow women to fish with­ 
out licenses. 
All permit children 
under certain ages. ranging from 
14 to 18 years, to fish without li­ 
censes. 
It is not necessary for 
salt water fishermen to have li­ 
censes 
except 
In the waters of 
California and Louisiana. 
“The value of angling to our 
nation cannot accurately be esti­ 
mated,” 
says 
Talbott Denmead. 
“ Fish caught by anglers furnish 
a large and valuable amount of 
nutritious and healthful food, to 
the anglers themselves 
and 
to 
their neighbors and friends when 
Lady Luck has smiled. The States 
derive the sum of $8,002,887 from 
the sale of angler’s licenses. 
“The bulk of this money is used 
to improve the sport, hut this is 
not enough to enable the States 
to properly carry out their work 
of protection and restoration.” 
Lucky Fish 
“ It is also difficult to estimate 
the amount of money spent by an­ 
glers in pursuit of their favorite 
sport,” 
statistically 
continues 
Denmead. “ However, from figures 
furnished by a number of States, 
it is safe to say $500,000,000 a 
year. 
This 
goes 
for 
licenses, 
transportation, 
guides, 
boats, 
gasoline, oil, motor supplies, out­ 
boards, hotels, food, lodging, fish­ 
ing tackle and sport clothing. On­ 
ly three per cent of this goes to 
the State fish authorities from an­ 
gler’s licenses, to make replace­ 
ments, pay overhead and enforce 
fish laws." 
With the obstacles standing in 
the way of a “ poor fish” living 
long 
enough 
to make a decent 
catch for an angler, it might be 
I well to vary our congratulations 
I on the landing of a four or five 
i pound beauty.

Instead of blurting “Lucky fel­ 
low,” to the angler, we might bet­ 
ter say, “Lucky fish,” to his catch.

Naval Hero Anniversary

anniversary 
of 
both the birth and death of one 
of this nation’s most famous nav­ 
al heroes— Oliver Hazard Perry. 
One hundred 
and 
fifty-three 
years ago on August 23, 1785, 
a 
child christened 
Oliver 
Hazard 
Perry was born to Sarah Wallace 
Alexander Perry and Christopher 
Raymond Perry at their old fam­ 
ily homestead not far from Point 
Judith Pond, South Kingston, R. 
I. 
The boy’s father was descended 
from a long line of intellectual, 
free-thinking, tolerant, 
and 
pat­ 
riotic ancestors, and his mother 
was a lineal descendant of 
Sir 
William Wallace of Scotland. She 
is reputed as having great beauty 
and personal attractiveness. 
He was the first child of a fam­ 
ily of eight brothers and sisters 
and even as a youngster displayed 
a courageous character and 
de­ 
cisive impulsiveness which later 
marked his activities as a man of 
destiny.

IS SUCCESSFUL 


More Than $75,000 Given 
to Finnish College In 
Contributions 


Hancock, Aug. 22 — The Suo­ 
mi college appeal, which began in 
the copper country in April and 
extended to several states in the 
middle west, has gone over 
the 
top oh its goal of $75,000, Dr. V. 
K. Nikander, president of the col­ 
lege, announced. The general cam­ 
paign, conducted in the church at 
large and in Finnish communities 
of the Central states, carried the 
campaign beyond its goal. 
All districts into which the ap­ 
peal was taken, in Michigan, Min­ 
nesota, Wisconsin, Illinois, 
Ohio 
and Pennsylvania, have responded 
generously. Final returns on the 
general canvass have been some­ 
what delayed, on account of an ex­ 
tension of time being necessary in 
some of the districts. 
The exam­ 
ple and enthusiasm of the copper 
country, which early in the cam­ 
paign raised its quota of $40,000. 
helped in a great 
measure 
to 
make possible the success of the 
appeal elsewhere. 
In the fall the campaign will be 
extended to the eastern states, es­ 
pecially New England and 
New 
York, where Dr. 
Nikander 
has 
been recently to make preliminary 
preparations for the continuation 
of the appeal. While no definite 
quota has yet been assigned to the 
east, it is hoped that a consider­ 
able amount will be added to what 
has already been pledged and rais­ 
ed. No time has been set for cam­ 
paigning in the far western states. 
Plan Long-Term Program 
With the splendid response 
to 
the appeal, the board of directors 
of the college is making prepara­ 
tions for construction of a new 
building and enlargement of 
fa­ 
cilities. 
In view of the 
unques­ 
tionable success of the campaign 
and the renewed interest 
every­ 
where in the development of the 
institution, 
it is now possible for 
the board to enter on a long term 
program of expansion. Plans in­ 
clude the engagement of an archi­ 
tect capable of meeting future as 
well as immediate needs of 
the 
school. 
The first step in expansion will 
be the erection of the new build­ 
ing for which it is hoped ground 
can be broken this fall. The build­ 
ing or construction work, 
how­ 
ever. will depend upon the com­ 
pletion 
of 
architectural 
plans. 
Further announcements on plans 
and design will be made by 
Dr. 
Nikander after arrangements have 
been completed. 
The college plans to issue regu-

Delta Hardware company’s ware­ 
house. 
The first two sites could be uti­ 


lized at the less initial cost to tho 
city. City Manager Bean said, duo 
to the fact that the city owns tho 
property. 
The third site. ho ex­ 
plained, has the advantages of bo­ 
ing 
near 
existing railroad and 
dockage facilities, in proximity of 
the gas and electric plants, and of 
; lending Itself to tho city’s pro­ 
gram 
for 
slum 
clearance and 
beautification of that section of 
the community. He said he hoped 
the citizens would consider tho 
advantages of each site as the city 
council will be guided to a con­ 
siderable extent in making its se­ 
lection by the expressed wishes of 
the community. 
Other ideas on civic improve­ 
ments were presented by the city 
manager, although he explained 
that such plans are only tentative 
and will he given careful study 
before any changes will be made. 
These suggestions include: Bouie- 
varding of Ludington street be­ 
tween Sixth street and the east 
end, and from the Junior High 
School site to Stephenson avenue;

A. Theodore Sohlberg in in tro ­ 
ducing th e speaker said he believ­ 
ed th a t Mr. G asm an was as well 
acquainted with the operation of 
the AAA as any man in the state 
and from the ease with which he 
was able to quote statistics in re­ 
gard to the federal plan to aid 
farm ers his fam iliarity with the 
subject w as apparent. 
Mr. 
G asm an 
stated that con­ 
trary to 
popular 
opinion 
the 
farm er is not told what to raise 
or how m any acres he may plant 
of this or th a t— they are merely 
asked to apply business principles 
to farm ing. Com pliance or cooper­ 
ation in th e plan is entirely vol­ 
u n tary on the p art of each 
and 
every farm er. 
Crop control is th e main point 
in th e a g ric u ltu re 
conservation 
program , the sp eak er stated. Us­ 
ing potatoes as an example, be­ 
cause it is one of the main crops 
of this area, th e speaker pointed 
out that farm ers w ere being ask ­ 
ed to voluntarily reduce the acre­ 
age put into this crop. 
T he wealth is not in the quan­ 
tity of potatoes raised but in se­ 
curing a good price for their crop. 
S urplus m akes w aste, he pointed 
out, and lf the m a rk e t is flooded 
the farm er usually has worked for 
nothing and in addition his soil Is 
depleted to a certain 
extent 
in 
raising the crop. 
The average cost of raising po­ 
tatoes In Delta county is between 
3 0 
and 
3 5 
cents per h u n d red ­ 
weight yet shippers from this are a 
four years ago received but 30 
cents per h undredw eight for th eir 
crop, Mr. G asm an stated. If the 
crop control works as its sponsors 
believe it will, such a condition 
would he elim inated 
and 
their 
would still he sufficient for 
all 
and the burdensom e su rplus elim ­ 
inated. 
A llotm ents 
on basic crops is 
m ade by the ad m in istratio n . In 
this area It is potatoes, 
in 
the 
west, w heat; cen tral west, corn; 
south, cotton and peanuts. With 
potatoes, the yield is 120 bushels 
par acre average. W ith this figure 
it is then determ ined th a t about 
2,300.000 acres should furnish a 
supply sufficient for th e nation's 
needs. T he cu rta ilm en t per state 
is then determ ined and then the 
allotm ent 
for couutiea. 
County 
units then d eterm in e w hat acre­ 
age each fain ter should plant. 
In Delta county, the allotm ent 
for 
potatoes 
is 
1,559. 
Each 
farm er is advised w hat his allo t­ 
ment is for the year. If he believes 
it inequitable a h earin g is granted 
if desired. 
Cooperation, entirely 
voluntary, Is rem ark ab le in Delta 
county, th e speaker said. Records 
reveal th a t in 1936, 50 per cent 
of th e farm ers with 65 per cent of 
the farm land complied. The fol­ 
lowing year 75 per cent of the 
farm ers w ere in on the plan and 
this year it appeared th a t between 
90 to 95 per cent were cooperat­ 
ing. 
Mr. G asm an explained a bonus 
plan which benefits all 
farm ers 
cooperating In the plan. He also 
touched briefly on the “ ever nor­ 
mal g ra n a ry ” plan which is used 
in grain raising areas. 
In closing the speaker said he 
believed cost of ad m in istra tio n of 
the AAA was very low, probably a 
record for nation-wide ad m in is­ 
trative duties. N ationally only one 
per cent of the total is allowed, 
states are allowed two per cent 
and the en tire cost, at 
least 
in 
1936, averaged only 7 per cent of 
the total.

Billy was known in the tragic 
trade as a “ front driver,” a dare­ 
devil who doesn't care to trail but 
always m ust lead as long as car, 
skill and skull last. Of slight build 
and quiet alm ost to the point of 
taciturnity, Winn carved his name 
in high letters in the auto racing 
business without ballyhoo or gau­ 
dy publicity. 
U nderneath th a t 
red 
helmet 
and shirt, he obscured 
his 
own 
personality, letting 
mighty 
mo­ 
tors, tooled by fine hands and a 
natural skill, write his record in 
the game nothing could cause him 
to quit . . . except death. He gave 
fans plenty of thrills in the near 
score of years he piled around the 
glamorous speedways and danger­ 
ous dirt tracks of 
the 
country. 
Often, so fast and hard did he 
drive that the wind whipped the 
tail out of th a t familiar shirt and 
Billy let it blow behind him like a 
fluttering stop light as he roared 
on to victory. 
Tough On Automobiles 
Billy — his 
real 
name 
was 
Jam es— was fearless and tough. A 
little too tough on his racing cars. 
He rode fine machines 
so 
hard 
they’d break down in 
a 
single 
race. He was a driver 
of 
short 
cuts. Often Billy took what they 
call the 
“ death 
ride,” 
passing 
more cautious drivers on the rim 
where the slightest fault or tu rn 
means death or 
serious 
injury. 
Only a few weeks ago, Winn gave 
such a death-defying performance 
at Langhorne. 
Pa., 
successfully 
spurning the safety slide to nego­ 
tiate the circuit on which so many 
great stars of the speed sport lost 
their lives. 
He was in a dozen wrecks but 
always seemed to have a charmed 
life until a tire blew out Saturday 
on the fourth lap of the Spring­ 
field race, tossing the little gam e­ 
ster high into the air. 
Once, at the 
big 
Indianapolis 
race, one of the few classics he 
never could win because his cars 
never seemed large enough, he hit 
the upper wall while traveling HO 
miles per hour, losing a wheel.

All game men have game pals 
or wives. Billy's was

wife. 
Twice now she has been widowed 
by the grim sport. Her first hus­ 
band, Jo Russo, was killed in a 
race car several years ago. Yet, 
never once did she ask Billy to 
quit the game. Discussing racing 
on the veranda of the clubhouse 
a t Roosevel Speedway, where Bli­ 
ny stood out as the great, little 
hero of the day, she said simply:
